ADPH provides latest recommendations concerning COVID-19 outbreak

In response to the in- 
creasing number of positive 
cases of COVID-19 in Ala- 
bama, The Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
(ADPH) had made the fol- 
lowing recommendations 
concerning public gath- 
erings, food establishment 
and other retail venues, and 
businesses [as of The Elba 
Clipper’s press time Tues- 
day, March 17]: 

* No mass gatherings of 
50 persons or more, or gath- 
erings of any size that can- 
not maintain a consistent 
six-foot distance between 
participants (with excep- 
tions noted below). This 


may include festivals, 
parades, assemblies, or 
sporting events. 


¢ Senior adults or those 
with chronic health prob- 
lems should avoid gath- 
erings (outside of close 
family) of 10 or more per- 
sons, and should avoid 
travel by air, train or bus. 

¢ For retail business, in- 
cluding restaurants, limit 
patronage at any one time to 
50% of the normally allow- 
able capacity. Restaurants 
should maintain a six-foot 
distance between tables. 

* Public buildings should 
consider whether visitation 
may be limited. Hospitals, 
nursing homes and assisted 
living facilities are encour- 
aged to implement visita- 
tion policies that protect

Control and Prevention 
(CDC) and other agencies 
to provide guidance regard- 
ing COVID-19. As of 3:30 
p.m. Tuesday, there were 39 


confirmed cases of COVID- 
19 in Alabama (see graphic 
for breakdown by county), 
however, no deaths had 
been reported in the state as 
a result of the virus at that 
time. 

Officials said it is most 
important at this time for 
citizens to know that “if a 
person has COVID-19 
symptoms, they should call 
their primary health care 
provider or urgent care fa- 
cility. Do not go to the nea- 
rest primary health care 
provider, emergency depart- 


ment or urgent care clinic | 


before calling.” 

Early Tuesday morning, 
Governor Kay Ivey released 
a statement on updated 
guidelines in Alabama’s ef- 
forts to flatten the curve 
during the COVID-19 situ- 
ation, Out of an abundance 
of caution, she said ADPH 
had recommended against 
gatherings of 25 persons or 
more where a 6-foot dis- 
tance cannot be maintained 
for Jefferson County [thus 
far the hardest hit county in 
Alabama] and its surround- 
ing counties of Tuscaloosa, 
Walker, Blount, St. Clair 
and Shelby.

Elba City Schools closing for two and a half weeks under 
advisement from state due to COVID-19 outbreak concerns

Elba City Schools super- 
intendent Chris Moseley 
first addressed concerns 
surrounding COVID-19 
[coronavirus] Friday, March 
13, involving activities for 
Elba City Schools. He has 
continued to update local 


citizens as new devel- 
opments arise [almost 
daily]. 


“As we have worked 
daily on our precautions as 


a system, we have also con- 
tinued to monitor updates 
from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
(ADPH) and the State De- 
partment of Education,” 
Moseley said. “The latest 
updates have advised us of 
two items in particular.” 
Currently, the superin- 
tendent said the advisement 
to schools is to base any 
cancellations and/or post- 
ponements of activities on 
the target date of through

April 30, "2020. He said 
things could certainly 
change between now and 
then and that date be lifted, 
but for now, it is the date the 
state department officials 
are advising to go with for 
cancellations and/or post- 
ponements. 

On March 13th, Moseley 
said state officials had ad- 
vised canceling or limiting 
any event where it would be 
expected to have 500 or 
more people gathered. He 
said this would include per- 
formances, plays, athletics, 
conferences, etc. He added 
that amended activities may 
still be appropriate if atten- 
dance is limited. 

That number, proposed 
by ADPH, dropped to gath- 
erings of 50 as of Monday 


Also, Moseley said the 
state advised postponing or 
canceling any and all field 
trip, whether inside or out- 
side the state [through April 
30th]. 

“As a superintendent, we 
all felt like this was com- 
ing,” Moseley said. “We 
hate it, but the safety of our 
children has to come first.” 

Moseley said he had met 
with administrators and

ALEA modifies Driver License Division operations due to COVID-19 


The Alabama Law En- 
forcement Agency is mod- 
ifying its Driver License 
Division’s statewide opera- 
tions in response to the Co- 
ronavirus (COVID-19), 

ALEA’s Secretary Hal 
Taylor said, “ALEA is ded- 
icated to providing public 
safety to the state and its cit- 
izens and will continue. 
When Governor Ivey de- 
clared this state of emer- 
gency in response to the 
Coronavirus (COVID-19) 
pandemic, we and other 
state agencies were charged 
with determining how best 
to ensure continued opera- 
tions without risking the 
health of the public or our 
personnel.” 

Because ALEA’s Driver 
License Division touches 
the lives of many, opera- 
tions have been modified, 
he said. Effective immedi- 
ately, Driver License Divi- 
sion: 

¢ Has suspended road 
testing (including CDL) 

* Discourages anyone 
with a weakened or com- 
promised immune system 
from visiting any Driver Li- 
cense locations 

* Reminds everyone all 
Alabama driver licenses 
and non-driver IDs have a 
60-day grace period follow- 
ing expiration date (Code of 
Alabama, Title 32-6-1). 
Customers may wait to 
renew 

¢ Encourages online serv- 
ices for anyone who must 
renew or obtain a duplicate 
driver license/STAR ID or 
non-driver ID at

Enterprise State Com- 
munity College and the Al-

' “These measures taken

than sorry is always the 
smart move,” the governor 
said.

result, all athletic events and 
activities including, but not 
limited to, contests, prac- 
tices, weightlifting, and 
conditioning are hereby sus- 
pended during this time.” 

Savarese further noted 
that the AHSAA had 
created a Spring Sport Con- 
tingency Committee to 
study and provide a plan re- 
garding regular season and 
championship play. He said 
the date schools return to a 
regular schedule would de- 
termine what plan is imple- 
mented for the remainder of 
the school year. 

“We are under advise- 
ment by the state to follow 
all these precautions, and as 
superintendent, I feel it is 
important to do our best to 
follow the recommenda- 
tions of the health experts, 
and other state officials on 
this matter,” Moseley said. 
“T realize there are lots of 
questions that are not cur- 
rently answered due to the 
cancellation of several trips 
and activities, and I ask our 


community to please be pa- 
‘tient with us as we work to 


get the answers ourselves.” 
‘ Moseley said the school 
system would keep the cit- 


izens of Elba as informed as 
possible as information be- 
comes clearer on these 
matters. He said there are 
lots of questions for all in- 
volved but he assures every- 
one that Elba City Schools 
is doing everything it can to 
make sure the safety of the 
students is the number one 
priority. 

“We want to be as fair as 
we can to everyone in- 
volved from having to can- 
cel/postpone events to 
looking into refunds on trips 
that were already paid for 
by parents,” Moseley said. 
“Please be patient with us as 
we all work through this to- 
gether, and we will pass in- 
formation along to you all 
as soon as it becomes avail- 
able to us. We also will con- 
tinue to provide information 
on any further cancellations 
affecting our schools.” 

Moseley said he knows 
this situation is hard on all, 
and he feels bad for it. Ho- 
wever, he insisted the safety 
of the students must come 
first.
